City hall, reservoir, storm drains eyed for funding

As much as $1.5 million may be available for a new Lompoc civic 
center from the Public Works Employment Act of 1976 and an 
architect will be presenting ideas on this project in the near future, 
Community Development Director Jack Lam says in a report to be 
presented to the council at its meeting tonight. 
Lam and City Administrator Gene L. Wahlers are asking the 
council to authorize the staff to prepare applications under the new 
funding proposal for the new civic center as well as a reservoir and 
storm drain so that they will be ready to go as soon as appropria­ 
tions are approved for the PWEA. 
Purpose of the legislation, Lam explains, is to provide job oppor­ 
tunities in areas of high unemployment by funding public works 
projects. 
The public works program will be administered by the nation s 
Economic Development Administration with prime emphasis on 
facilities that could not be constructed in the absence of the federal 
grant, Lam’s report says. 
' While funds have not been appropriated yet, the House of 
Representatives has approved a joint conference bill on the ap­ 
propriation of approximately $2 billion with Senate action expected 
soon. 
Of this amount, 70 per cent must be spent in areas where un­ 
employment is higher than the national rate, which currently is 7.8 


per cent. The remainder will be spent in areas between 6.5 and 7.8 
per cent. 
Lompoc is eligible to participate because its unemployment rate 
is in excess of 11 per cent, Lam’s report notes. 
“ Because of the limited funding available, the nature of the 
allocation and the readiness criteria (labor must be on site within 
90 days of project approval), proposals must be ready for submis­ 
sion at the earliest date possible to insure that California receives 
its maximum allowable share of funds and Lompoc maximizes its 
chances of receiving these funds,” Lam says. 
Project funding, he adds, will be determined by a rank order 
procedure based on another formula that takes into consideration 
unemployment in the city, labor intensiveness of project, and 
similar criteria. 
Some environmental assessment procedures have been modified 
for the projects because of the speed with which applications must 
be prepared, submitted and processed, Lam says. 
While environmental assessment has not been eliminated, it may 
be made concurrent with the development of the project under 
terms of the act. 
“ Eligible projects under this grant include improvements 
related to public works projects that have a local orientation, such 
as municipal offices, fire stations, water and sewer lines, streets 
and roads, civic centers, etc.,” says Lam’s report. 
“ It is certain that cities will try to submit many applications in 
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hopes of obtaining funding for at least one of them. While con­ 
ceivably a city can submit a number of applications, for the most 
part it is only practical to submit as many applications as there is 
available staff to prepare them. 
“ Because of the complexity of the application process and the 
amount of effort that must be made within a short time, it makes 
more sense to focus upon doing a good job on a few applications 
than to take a shotgun approach ... ” says Lam. 
The report notes that the three million gallon water reservoir 
project is far enough along that supportive materials can be 
developed within the time limitations for an application. It is es­ 
timated that $600,000 would be available for this project. 
Lompoc Storm Drain No. 2 in Chestnut Avenue and H Street from 
R to Walnut and the Lefkowitz Storm Drain - Pine Avenue lateral 
from D to Third should be included in the city’s application, Lam 
says. The County Flood Control District expects to complete the 
plans for these drains in approximately three weeks, so submittal 
materials can be developed in time for an application to be 
prepared. Preliminary estimate on the grant request is $375,000 
Lam observes that the city has been considering a new city hall 
for years but that the city has never been able to fund such a 
project. The architect currently examining the needs and develop­ 
ing ideas will make a presentation to the council soon, he says. 
Between $1 million and $1.5 million is the amount of the grant 
request.

Tanzanian turnabout 
Nyerere endorses 
Kissinger effort 


DAR ES SALAAM (U PI) — Tanzanian 
President Julius Nyerere, key leader of 
the black African states aligned against 
Rhodesia, put his stamp of approval to­ 
day on the negotiations conducted in the 
past week by Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger on his African shuttle mission. 
Nyerere, who had been pessimistic 
about Kissinger's chances of setting up a 
negotiated settlement in Rhodesia only a 
week ago, told a news conference: “ We 
are making movement toward a con­ 
stitutional conference.” 
Nyerere said the only thing missing is 
the formal, public acceptance by Rhode­ 
sian Prime Minister Ian Smith of the 
principle of majority rule. 
Nyerere said that formal acceptance is 
expected from Smith on Friday. 
As Nyerere visualized the next steps, it 
would go like this: 
—Smith will make his formal accep­ 
tance and a constitutional conference 
will be called, perhaps in London, 
perhaps elsewhere. 
U.S. officials said such a conference 
could come within two months after 
Smith’s statement. 
—Among the first orders of business at 
that constitutional conference will be the 
establishment of a provisional govern­ 
ment. 
AHC Lompoc 
Center logs 
1,486 pupils 


The Lompoc Center of Hancock 
College has a day-evening “ seat count’ 
of 1,486 on the second week of operation 
at old Miguelito School, it was disclosed 
today. 
Figures on the enrollment were to be 
presented to the college board of 
trustees at a regular meeting tonight. 
Registration is still under way for clas­ 
ses at the Lompoc campus on West Olive 
Avenue, according to Walter Conrad, 
college president. 
Figures released by Conrad today 
show a seat count of 577 for 30 day clas­ 
ses and 909 for 37 evening course offer­ 
ings. Comparable figures for the 
previous location at Hapgood School 
were 21 day classes with a seat count of 
429; and 28 evening classes with a seat 
count of 867 
Seat count is used for statistical 
reasons rather than the count of students 
enrolled, according to Conrad. Under the 
seat count system, one student would be 
counted twice if he or she takes two 
courses, or three times if three courses 
are involved. 
Work is already under way on a spring 
catalog of courses. “ We’re really excited 
about the possibilities for the future,” 
Conrad said.

CHINO (U PI) — Fourteen youths, all 
convicted of felonies, broke out of the 
California Youth Authority detention 
facility early today but eight of them 
were recaptured within hours. 
The escape touched off a hot by about 
200 youths which left one correctional of­ 
ficer seriously wounded and in the inten­ 
sive care unit of San Antonio Community 
Hospital in Upland and another officer 
injured Their names were not released 


Three of the inmates who escaped 
were captured shortly after dawn in a 50- 
acre state-owned cornfield near the 
prison facility. Five others were picked 
up nearby 
More than 200 guards and law enforce­ 
ment officers searched the field of eight- 
foot high corn at daybreak The search 
was called off at mid-morning and only a 
handful of guards were left around the 
perimeter 
Police Capt. Tony Linza said he did not 
know how the 14 youths got out of the 
prison facility which is surrounded by a 
security fence.

PASO ROBLES (U PI) - Two men 
were killed Monday night when their car 
went out of control on a desolate area 
east of here on California 46, swept 
through 60-feet of guard rail then rolled 
down an embankment. 


The California Highway Patrol said 
the victims were the driver, Steve 
Adulfo, 62, and his passenger, Sim Tabin, 
73, both of Santa Maria. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The cost of 
living rose 0.5 per cent for the third 
straight month in August, reflecting 
higher prices for clothing, gasoline, 
fruits and vegetables, the Labor Depart­ 
ment reported today. 
The consumer price increase 
translates into an annual inflation rate of 
6 per cent, larger than administration 
economists had expected. President 
Ford has projected an inflation rate of 5 
per cent for 1976. 
Combined with a slight decline in pay, 
the August price increase cut into the 
average worker’s real spendable earn­ 
ings by 0.3 per cent. Real earnings have 
declined 0.6 per cent over the past year. 
Although food prices rose only a slight 
0 3 per cent during August, the figures in­ 
dicated consumers were not fully 
benefiting from recent declines in food 
prices on the wholesale market. 
Service prices rose 0.6 per cent for the 
third consecutive month and the prices 
of goods other than food also climbed 0.6 
per cent for the second straight month. 
Administration economists were an­ 
ticipating that lower food prices would 
bring some moderation in the nation’s in­ 
flation rate prior to the Nov. 2 election. 
Most public opinion polls have identified 


infaltion as the voters’ No. 1 concern. 
A decline in meat prices during 
August, however, failed to offset rising 
prices for fruits, vegetables, apparel, 
automobiles, gasoline, motor oil, fuel oil 
and coal. 
The Consumer Price Index stood at 
171.9 in August, an increase of 5.6 per 
cent over a year ago. This means that 
goods and services costing $100 in 1967, 
now sell for $171.9 
Inflation began to heat up last May 
after a virtual lull in the early months of 
the year. Consumer prices rose 0.6 per 
cent in May, followed by three con­ 
secutive monthly increases of 0.5 per 
cent. 
Clothing and fuel prices accounted for 
most of the increase in nonfood com­ 
modities. Gasoline and motor oil prices, 
which normally decline in August, in­ 
stead rose 1.5 per cent. Fuel oil and coal 
prices were up 1.8 per cent. 
Apparel prices rose 1.1 percent as new 
fall and winter fashions showed up in the 
stores The biggest increases were on 
clothing for women and girls. 
Used car prices continued to climb, 
rising 1.4 per cent in August. New car 
prices also rose slightly and the cost of 
driving a car jumped by a full 1 per cent.

After running most of his life to be 
first academically and professionally, 
former astronaut Edwin E 
(Buzz) 
Aldrin now runs for happiness 
“ I ’ve been involved in all kinds of 
races, but running for happiness is the 
most important one I’ve been in,” he told 
a full house last night at the Lompoc 
Civic Auditorium. 
Aldrin, who piloted the lunar module 
on the Apollo 11 flight in 1969, spoke for 
less than an hour and recounted how the 
disillusionment he felt after returning to 
earth led to mental depression and 
alcoholism 
His appearance was sponsored by the 
Lompoc Mental Health Association. 
“ When the (moon landing) ac­ 
complishment was over,” he said, “ I felt 
a rather sinking feeling because I wasn't 
prepared for what came next in my life.” 
Depression set in as he found himself 
procrastinating and feeling guilty about 
it At the same time he felt he lost con­ 
trol of his life because he was asked to 
make appearances around the world. 
Then he decided to re-enter the Air 
Force, but “ my expectations were so 
great there was no way to achieve self- 
satisfaction in the job,” he said. 
Finally his depression was so acute he 
asked the flight surgeon for help, which 
made for “ a great feeling of relief,” and 
he was hospitalized. 
It was while he was in the hospital he 
decided to write his best-selling 
autobiography “ Return to Hearth,” 
published in 1973, which tells of his 
adjustment problems following his trip 
to the moon 
Although he made a public admission 
of his mental illness and was elected 
national chairman of the National As­ 
sociation for Mental Health, his 
problems still were not solved, he said 
The depression started again and to es­ 
cape he turned to alcohol. 
He credited his new wife, Beverly, 
with helping him to get himself admitted 
to a hospital for treatment and to over­ 
come alcoholism 
“ Without her working with the trials 
and tributations I wouldn’t be alive 
today," said Aldrin 


First in his class at West Point, Aldrin 
several times last night referred to his 
constant striving to be first and to 
please everyone as a cause of his even­ 
tual fall. 
“ If I have any message it is this It is 


okay to be human,” said the reformed 
alcoholic. "And I have found out in my 
life just how human I am. It is very com­ 
fortable not to be upon the pedestal peo­ 
ple put me on." 
During the talk he praised Lompoc 
because its mental health and alcoholism 
programs have not been separated by the 
stigma that has kept them apart for so 
long in people's mind. 
Of his own one-time false thinking he 
said, “ I could accept mental health as an 
illness, but not alcoholism as an illness.” 
He noted that 40 per cent of the people 
with mental health problems are in­ 
volved with alcohol 
He also said that $15 billion annually 
are lost in industry because of 
absenteeism and unproductivity. 
“ We could have gone to the moon 
many times for that kind of money,” he 
said. 
Aldrin stressed the need to educate the 
public about alcoholism as a disease and 
to remove the stigmas that have been at­ 
tached to it. 
On his lapel he wore a button that read, 
“ Alcoholics are nice people ” 
Aldrin. who was accompanied by his 
wife last night, is now president of 
Research and Engineering Consultants. 
Inc. of Los Angeles, a firm he founded.

MOSCOW (U PI) - The Soviet Union 
expressed irritation today over Japan's 
plans to dismantle the top-secret fighter 
plane which was flown there by a Soviet 
defector. 
The Tass news agency quoted exten­ 
sively from an article in the newspaper 
Akahata, publication of the Japanese 
Communist party, in which Tokyo's ac­ 
tion was described as illegal 
The Soviets earlier had called Japan's 
refusal to return the plane “ an unfriend­ 
ly act.” 
The Soviets frequently quote foreign 
publications to express their own views. 
Tass said the Japanese newspaper ex­ 
pressed "the opinion prevailing in 
Japan.” 
According to Tass. Akahata said the 


Tokyo government was aware that the 
landing of the plane was not a deliberate 
violation of Japanese airspace by the 
Soviets. 
“ To ignore the protest and objections 
by the Soviet side and to dismantle the 
plane means to resort to an illegal ex­ 
traordinary action.” Tass quoted the 
newspaper as saying. 
The aircraft, a MIG25 “ Foxbat 
fighter is among the world s most ad­ 
vanced airplanes It is being transported 
from an airfield in northern Japan to a 
m ilitary base for examination by 
Japanese and American experts 
The Soviet pilot of the plane received 
political asylum in the United States, 
where he is now being questioned by 
American intelligence officials.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Two persons, 
including a former foreign and defense 
minister of Chile who was ambassador to 
the United States during the government 
of Salvador Allende, were killed this 
morning when a bomb demolished a car

Hospital officials identified the former 
Chilean official as Orlando Letelier, 44. 
an ally of Allende who lived in Washing­ 
ton. 
A socialist, he served as consultant to 
the Inter-American Development Bank 
in Washinngton before being named am­ 
bassador in 1970 
In 1973 he was named foreign minister 
and became defense minister a month 
before Allende was overthrown and died 


Sen James A Abourezk, D-S D., asked 
for time on the Senate floor this morning 
and said Letelier was deprived of his 
citizenship last week by the military dic­ 
tatorship in Chile. He said Letelier 
feared his life was in danger. 
“ The tyranny of that dictatorship has 


now been extended to the United States 
Abourezk said 
Also killed was Ronnie Karpen Moffitt. 
25, a staff member of the Transnational 
Institute of Policy Studies where 
Letelier was a director. Her husband, 
Michael, was in fair condition at George 
Washington University Hospital. 
Letelier was also teaching at The 
American University. 
An attorney. Letelier was a specialist 
in problems dealing with the nationaliza­ 
tion of the copper industry in Chile. 


Washington police said the explosion 
occurred at the junction of 23rd and 
Sheridan Pl. NW less than 20 yards from 
the Romanian embassy Wreckage and 
debris from overhanging trees were 
scattered over a wide are 
The car careened across Sheridan Cir­ 
cle into another car standing at the curb

LONDON (U P I) - The Defense 
Ministry said today hope has been aban­ 
doned for 10 missing seamen believed 
trapped when the British minesweeper

The announcement raised the death 
toll in the collision to 12 


“ There is now no further possibility of 
finding any of the missing men alive, a 
ministry spokesman said “ They must be 
presumed dead 


The bodies of two other seamen were 


recovered after the 2,630-ton Frigate 
Mermaid collided with the 360 ton Fit­ 
tleton The Fittleton sank in 162 feet of 
water 80 miles northwest of the 
Netherlands 
Five British navy divers and six Dutch 
divers tapped the hull of the 
minesweeper in the hope that the 10 mis­ 
sing men might have been trapped in the 
airlock in the sunken vessel. They 
reported they got no response. 
A giant German tug was hired by the 
defense ministry in a bid to lift the Fit­ 
tleton No decision has yet been taken as 
to whether the attempt will continue 


Board delays evaluation of public defender's office 


The Board of Supervisors delayed action Monday on a proposal 
for evaluation of the county’s public defender system to allow 
Public Defender Glen Mowrer to respond to statements by District 
Attorney Stanley Roden about Mowrer’s office. 
Mowrer said he was “ surprised” at some critical comments 
made by Roden in an official response to the 1975-76 Grand Jury 
recommendation that an in depth investigation be made of the 
current public defender system with a view toward the feasibility 
of establishing a private defender system. 


At issue, also, prior to the board’s resumption of the matter in 
two weeks is the knowledge by board members that Rosen’s office 
can be described as being “ in competition” with the public 


defender’s office, in that it prosecutes persons defended by 
Mowrer’s attorneys. 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman agreed to hold off on his proposal 
to have a review of the public defender system headed by the ad­ 
ministrative office pending Mowrer’s replay. Kallman suggested 
a report be made in 30 days following confabs involving the ad­ 
ministrative office, the Sheriff’s Department, public defender of­ 
fice, the judiciary, and the various police departments. 


Roden in responding to the Grand Jury recommendation said he 
felt the board had “ essentially four choices” on the basis of views 
expressed by deputies in his office. These included, he said, (1) A 
pure court appointed system; (2) A small public defender’s office 


comprised of one or two administrative attorneys with the balance 
of services being supplied by the private bar on a rotation basis; 
(3) Continuation of the current system, or (4) A contract system 
such as found in San Luis Obispo County. 


Santa Barbara Police Capt. Charles Thompson criticized 
Mowrer’s office and the present public defender system. He said 
officers were cooling their heels in court because of numerous 
delays in cases which he felt originated in the public defender’s of­ 
fice. 
He said cases were clogging the courts and this caused pressure 
to sentence bargaining. He rapped the “ unbending atttude and Los 
Angeles tactics of the present defender.” 


In reply, Mowrer said court congestion was not the fault of his 
office, declared he opposed sentence bargaining, and denied in­ 
ferences he had put off a meeting with Roden about common 
problems. 


Mowrer advised the board the county “ could contract with at­ 
torneys to help with overflow case loads,” saying this would be 
“ cheaper than court-appointed attorneys.” 


Roden in his remarks answering the Grand Jury implied that 
adherence to the rule of one deputy to one case was resulting in 
many continuances which could be avoided. Such continuances, he 
said, “ lead to injustice ... witnesses disappear and memories 
fade.” 
A g advisory 
panel given 
an extension 


The Santa Ynez V alley 
General Plan Advisory Com­ 
m ittee — championing a 
program to save the Valley’s 
agricultural lands from ur­ 
banization — was given ex­ 
tended life Monday by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
The board, on a motion by 
Fourth District Supervisor 
Francis H. Beattie of Lompoc, 
agreed to have the committee 
carry on with two more public 
hearings before the County 
Planning Commission on Sept. 
29 and Oct. 20. 
The two hearings ostensibly 
will wind up the committee’s 
presentation of its program for 
rezoning of large agricultural 
areas designed to curb 
proliferating lot splitting and 
parcel ization leading to more 
homes and less crop acreage. 


Earlier the board by a 3-2 
vote had supported Beattie’s 
request to have the committee 
.disbanded as of the previous 
week and its functions taken 
over by the Beattie-supported 
new Upper Santa Ynez Valley 
Planning and Zoning Commit­ 
tee. 


Beattie changed his mind 
after an outbreak of protests 
from advisory committee 
members, headed py chairman 
John Wiester of Buellton and 
Willy Chamberlin of Los Olivos. 
They said the committee ter­ 
mination at this point would dis­ 
rupt a program three years in 
the making and would mean the 
waste of untold hours of work 
and “ thousands of dollars” of 
county expenditures. 
Another factor leading to the 
turnabout by Beattie and a 
majority of the board was the 


query put to the board by the 
Planning Commission. 
Reacting to the advisory 
com m ittee’s “ firin g ,” a 
majority on the planning body 
voted last week to ask the 
supervisors if they wanted to 
shelve the costly agricultural 
rezoning project altogether by 
dispensing with windup hear­ 
ings. 
While Beattie’s motion to 
allow the advisory committee 
to carry on with its presenta­ 
tion was a victory of sorts for 
the Wiester-headed committee, 
Beattie showed he wasn’t going 
to allow the committee to con­ 
tinue and wind up work (Hi the 
county’s new Comprehensive 
Plan. 
His motion included only the 
final hearings before the plan­ 
ners on agricultural rezoning, 
he stressed later, when asked 
about the Comprehensive Plan 
assignment of the Wiester com­ 
mittee. 
Beattie earlier indicated he 
had become disenchanted with 
the advisory committee, which 
he said had made more than 100 
changes in its recommenda­ 
tions on agricultural rezoning. 
He also said some of the com­ 
mittee members weren’t as ac­ 
tive as he felt they should be. 
The Lompoc supervisor 
pointed out he had allowed 
Wiester and two other advisory 
committee members to sit on 
the new valley committee. But 
Wiester said the new commit­ 
tee was already inclined toward 
killing agricultural rezoning, 
and said he feared real estate 
interests had stepped in to com­ 
pel Beattie to disband the ad­ 
visory group before its objec­ 
tive was reached.

The county government will 
come out ahead by borrowing 
$10 million at this time from a 
banking institution, even though 
net interest cost of such a tran­ 
saction will be $189,916, it was 
learned Monday.

Hedlund urges land 
hearings continue 


Fourth District supervisorial 
candidate Bob Hedlund called 
on the Board of Supervisors 
Monday to direct the Santa 
Ynez Valley General Plan Ad­ 
visory Committee and County 
Planning Commission to con­ 
tinue th eir hearings on 
agricultural rezoning as a 
means of keeping valuable 
farmland from being “ replaced 
by vast expanses of low density 
suburbia.” 


He warned that termination 
of the committee, headed by 
John W iester of Buellton 
“ might well determine that 
Santa Barbara County suc­ 
cumbs to the disease whereby 
our cities, towns, ami villages 
meld one into the other, form­ 
ing a few, large urban areas.” 


Hedlund called attention to 
the “ problem of subdividing 
rural lands,” and stressed that 
“ at stake is the unique 
character of the five Santa 
Ynez Valley communities, 
thousands of acres of 
agricultural land and its 
economic contribution to the 
county, possibly to be replaced 
by vast expanses of low density 
suburbia whose service needs 
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can be met only at great cost to 
the county taxpayers.” 
He claim ed th at the 
ranchette-type lots being 
created in subdivisions on land 
“ both zoned and general plan­ 
ned for agricultural use” rarely 
become farming units, as such 
properties are bought as 
“ speculative investments or as 
second-home sites." 


Hedlund claimed that is 
already a “ huge vacancy factor 
on the small agricultural lots” 
and said it “ speaks for the” 
gross oversupply that county 
government has allowed to ac­ 
crue.”

GOP presses 
assault on 
tax policies 


United Press International 
Republicans continued to flay 
Jimmy C arter’s tax policies as 
the 
D em ocratic candidate 
wound up a day of whistle-stop 
campaigning from New York to 
Pittsburgh, and amid fireworks 
and cheers handed the train 
over to his running m ate, 
Walter Mondale. 
Campaigning in Maine and 
upstate New York Monday, 
Mondale attempted to seize the 
attack on the tax issue from 
President Ford and Sen. Robert 
Dole by calling Republicans the 
p rotectors of tax shelters, 
foreign tax deferral, oil deple­ 
tion allowance and “other as­ 
sorted loopholes.” 
But the GOP campaigners, 
sensing they had the Democrats 
on the defensive, continued to 
hit the issue hard. 
In two appearances Monday 
— with the former head of the 
National Education Association 
and addressing the National 
Farm Credit Union — Ford 
said, “We should go in the op­ 
posite direction — we should 
give them (m iddle income 
families) tax relief, not addi­ 
tional added taxes.” 


And Dole both Sunday and 
Monday repeatedly brought up 
C arter’s statement that taxes 
should be increased for those 
making above the “ median” 
level. Dole said if Carter did not 
know the meaning of median he 
should drop out of the campaign 
“ and go home to his plan­ 
tation.” 


Ford has been cracking brief­ 
ing books in preparation for the 
debates And after his train trip 
ended, C arter returned to 
Plains, Ga . for two days of 
preparation for the debate 
The three commercial televi­ 
sion networks said they still op­ 


pose the ground rules, which 
forbids them to focus the 
cameras on the audience, but 
said they will televise the con­ 
frontation Thursday night as 
scheduled. The event begins at 
9:30 p.m. EDT, and will run for 
an hour and a half. 
A bad sound system, antia­ 
bortion demonstrators and a 
lone heckler plagued Carter at 
the whistle-stop windup rally at 
Pittsburgh, but failed to quell 
the cheers of several thousand 
fans who packed the rain- 
soaked station to greet him. 
After Carter gave his usual 
campaign speech, a fireworks 
display was launched on the hill 
behind him. Rockets shot off 
into the air as one ground dis­ 
play wrote “ Carter-Mondale” 
in fiery letters. 
During the trip Carter at­ 
tacked the administration’s un­ 
employment record and urged 
voters to return government to 
the people. 
Lashing out anew at Presi­ 
dent Ford, Carter said: “We 
don't have any leadership in 
Washington. The crew argues 
about who’s to blame while the 
captain hides in the Oval Office, 
afraid.” 
Dole scheduled a health ex­ 
amination today — with results 
to be made public within a week 
— and then planned a trip to the 
Republican heartland and into 
Ronald Reagan territory in the 
West. 
After speaking at tonight’s 
Ohio GOP convention in Colum­ 
bus. he heads through North 
D akota, South D akota and 
Nebraska — farm areas where 
he will no doubt stress his 
record on the Senate Agricul­ 
ture C om m ittee — to San 
Diego. Calif., where he will 
watch the Ford-Carter debate 
Thursday night

Key issue in auto 
strike still stuck 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) — 
Earthmoving has become routi­ 
ne, for everything from free­ 
ways to fairways. Viking scien­ 
tists at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory are opening a new 
field — Marsmoving. 
The scientists are trying to 
determine how to move a rock 
on the surface of Mars to dig 
into the soil beneath it 
They reason the soil, shielded 
by a rock from the ultraviolet 
rays that bombard the planet's 
surface through its thin atmos­ 
phere. is more likely to harbor 
complex carbon molecules or 
other organic m atter. 
Members of the soil acquisi­ 


tion team were conferring with 
the organic chemistry team and 
engineers to come up with com­ 
mands that will order Viking 2, 
the robot laboratory on the sur­ 
face of Mars, to push or roll 
away a large rock, uncovering 
the soil beneath 
The work will have to be done 
by the motor of the lander’s 
scoop arm 
“ The motor can exert 30 
pounds of pressure,” Project 
Manager Jim Martin said Mon­ 
day. It will be aided by the 
weak Martian gravity — only 
one third as strong as Earth's 
— “So we hope to roll over a 
pretty large rock.” he said 


DETROIT (UPI) - The first 
bargaining session in the week- 
old strike by 170.000 workers 
against the Ford Motor Co.

The locomotive and the mail 
car on the express overturned, 
and one of the local train s cars 
also was knocked on its side by 
the force of the impact.

UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
Delegates to the U.N. General 
Assembly expect its 31st annual 
session to be dominated by 
developments in racially tense 
southern Africa, with other in­ 
ternational trouble spots high 
on the agenda. 
The Assembly was scheduled 
to open its 31st annual session 
today with the election of 
Hamilton Shirley Amerasinghe 
of Sri Lanka, a Third World 
leader, as president. 
The session, scheduled to last 
until Dec. 21, faces an agenda of 
125 items including perennial 
standbys on disarmament, the 
Middle East, Cyprus, Korea 
and a new world economic 
order. 
But diplomats expected the 
session to be dominated by 
ominous developments in south­ 
ern Africa’s racial tension. 
A highlight in early Decem­ 
ber will be the election of a 
secretary general for the next 
five years. 
Although Kurt Waldheim of 
Austria, the incumbent, has not 
announced his plans, he had no 
public opposition and was ex­ 
pected to be named to a second 
term starting Jan. 1. 
Another highlight will be 
debate on international ter­ 
rorism, an issue sharpened by 
Isra e l's raid on U ganda’s 
Entebbe A irport to rescue 
hijack ho stag es and this 
month’s hijacking of a New 
York-to-Chicago plane by Croa­ 
tian dissidents. 
Waldheim said he believed 
chances were better this year 
for international action on the 
question of terrorism, an issue 
that has been buried in the As­ 
sembly’s legal committee for 
five years. 
Foreign M inister G aston 
Thorn of Luxembourg, last 
year’s Assembly president, was 
scheduled to open the 1976 ses­ 
sion this afternoon with the 
customary minute for silent 
prayer or meditation. 
Election of Amerasinghe. the 


veteran representative of Sri 
Lanka — formerly known as 
Ceylon — was scheduled to 
follow with no opposition ex­ 
pected. 
Election of the tiny Indian 
Ocean republic of Seychelles as 
the 145th U N. member also 
was scheduled today. 
The Assembly’s 17 vice presi­ 
den ts w ere to be elected 
W ednesday m orning. They, 
along with the president, make 
up the steering committee that 
will take up the agenda for ap­ 
proval and allocate the issues to 
the Assembly’s seven standing 
committees or directly to the 
floor of the plenary session for 
debate. 
The annual general — or 
policy — debate was scheduled 
to start next Monday with 135 
delegations, the largest number 
ever to sign up, already listed to 
speak. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer was expected to be the 
second speaker, following the 
foreign m inister of Brazil.

The agreement Brezhnev and 
Ford reached at the Vladivos­ 
tok summit in 1974 called for a 
ceiling on strategic arms. It has 
been stalled by complications 
over subsequent introduction of 
such new weapons as the Soviet 
“Backfire” 
medium bomber 
and the American low-level 
Cruise missile and proposed B1 
bomber. 
Harriman said Brezhnev al­ 
ready knew that Carter had 
been a nuclear engineer “and 
was opposed to theories of 
limited nuclear war.” 


He said Brezhnev "thinks it is 
a great mistake to talk of 
limited nuclear war. He wants 
to talk of no nuclear war.” 
Referring to reports that the 
Soviet leader was in ill health, 
Harriman said, “I was very 
glad to see Mr. Brezhnev in 
very good strength, health and 
vigor.”

Blank spaces foul up your Medicare 


By HAROLD BLUMENFELD 
Many of us grumble and gripe about the long delays 
in the processing of our Medicare claim forms and 
some of our complaints are justified because of inef­ 
ficiency and bureaucracy. But most delays, ac­ 
cording to Blue Shield of Florida, are caused by the 
lack of sufficient information on the forms. 
In Florida, which is now my home state following 
retirement in New York, 3,000 claims are received 
each day that can’t be processed because one or more 
items on the Medicare forms were omitted or in­ 
correctly documented. And, undoubtedly, the batting 
average for this delay is the same in other states. 
Seventeen per cent of Florida’s population is 65 or 
older and most are, generally speaking, as hep a group 
as in other states. Filling out forms, though, poses 
problems for anyone — no m atter his age or 
educational background. 
There are seven essential items of information you 
must provide if your doctor has given you an itemized 
bill to send in with your claim form. These are 
Name: This should be the complete name of patient. 
Health Insurance Claim Number. This appears on 
your red, white and blue Medicare card. It contains 
nine numbers and a letter suffix. Do not use your 
spouse's number because each person has an in­ 
dividual number. 
Sex. Check male or female. 
Address: Include your zip code number. 
Phone number . If you have a phone, list the number. 
Describe the illness or injury. Indicate what the 
diagnosis of the doctor showed. Sometimes more than 
one doctor will treat you. You must list the diagnosis 
made by each doctor. 
Mark the box indicating whether your illness or in­ 
jury was connected with employment. 
If you have other health insurance besides Medicare, 
including Blue Cross and Blue Shield Complimentary 
coverage, include the name of the supplemental in­ 
surance. 
Indicate the policy number of such extra insurance. 
Signature of patient for whom the claim is being 
filed. 
If all of Part 2 of the claim form (the bottom half, 
numbers 7, 8 and 9) is completed for you by your doc­ 
tor or his office staff, a separate itemized bill is not 
necessary. 
If Part 2 (the bottom half, numbers 7, 8 and 9) is not 
completed for you by the doctor’s office, then you 
must attach itemized bills to your claim when you se«d 
it along. Make sure each claim contains all seven es­ 
sential items 


In filing your own claim, attach your itemized bill 
and make sure the diagnosis is the same as the doc­ 
tor’s medical description of your illness or injury. If 
you had X rays, indicate the part of the body and the 
number of X rays taken; types of injections, if any; 
name of medication, and for laboratory tests, give 
specific descritpion such as urinalysis, cholesterol, 
etc. You must list separate charge for each service 
received, as well as the date, location of service and 
name of specific doctor who treated you. Many doctors 
practice together. You must name the INDIVIDUAL 
doctor who took care of you, NOT the group or clinic 
name. In the case of other services such as ambulance 
and supplies, wheel chairs or crutches, you must give 
the name of the specific ambulance company or 
medical appliance supplier. 
If any of this important information is omitted from 
the Medicare form requesting payment, this will delay 
processing of the claim, Then telephone calls must be 
made or letters written to get the required informa­ 
tion, since government regulations specify the claim 
cannot be paid unless all information is provided. 
Parenthetically, my wife files our claims. She 
makes a carbon copy for our records, a valuable thing 
to do. Then we can ascertain if the claim has been 
paid. And when a check is received, (unfortunately, 
too small a reimbursement in most cases) we jot down 
on our carbon copy the amount of reimbursement, 
date and number of check, etc., should we have have to 
refer to it at some future time. 
In addition, most of us on Social Security should 
know about “direct deposit” service provided by both 
savings and commercial banks. Instead of the checks 
going directly to us, they can be mailed to the bank of 
our choice and depositied to our account. To arrange 
for this service, go to the bank and fill out Form 1199 
and the bank does the rest. There are many advan­ 
tages, not the least of which is not having to make the 
trip to the bank to deposit the Social Security checks. 
This also has cut down considerably on thefts of these 
checks. 
But a word of caution is in order: After making such 
arrangements, if you change your bank, when filling 
out your new Form 1199, Social Security suggests that 
you write in large letters on the form “CHANGE TO A 
NEW BANK.” That tells Social Security what you’re 
doing and they’ll reprogram the computer. If the com­ 
puter change is made by the 20th of the month, your 
next Social Security check should go to the new bank 
account. But to avoid a snafu, they also suggest keep­ 
ing the old account open until you’re sure that the 
latest check has been deposited in your new bank.

Valley witnesses first 
mechanical grape harvest 


The era of the m echanical 
grape harvester has arrived in 
the Santa Ynez Valley. 
The towering, all-hydraulics 
V ector upright and hillside 
picker, a product of the Upright 
Harvest Co , of Selma, is owned 
jointly by a trio of valley grape 
growers: Vina de Santa Ynez, 
Boyd Bettencourt and G Gif­ 
ford Davidge along Refugio 
Road and La Mesa Zaca Ranch, 
Dean Brown and his son. Lance 
and Louis Ream The latter two 
grow ers’ vineyards are located 
along Foxen Canyon Road north 
of Los Olivos 
Together, the growers have 
about 400 acres in grapes and 
the arrival of the new machine, 
which has gone into operation 
for the first tim e this week at 
La Mesa Zaca Ranch, will 
m ean a cu rtailm en t in the 
number of hand pickers neces­ 
sary to harvest the crop as well 
as a lessening in harvesting 
costs 
The six-ton, green and yellow 
machine, which stands 12 feet 
high, is 16 feet long and nine 
feet wide, represents an initial 
investm ent of $52.000 and they 
are not easy to com e by 
Lee Bettencourt said orders 
must be placed six months in 
advance before the company 
will begin m anufacturing a 
machine 
The harvester is the first in 
the valley, but he noted others 
are in operation in the Santa 
M aria Valley as well as in 
various 
countries 
throughout 
the world 
The 
mechanical harvester, 


which perform s best when the 
tem perature does not exceed 72 
degrees, has the ability to work 
day and night, it was noted 
it has a capacity of covering 
an acre an hour, w ith this 
y ea r's average valley crop 
down a half a ton an acre from 
last y ear’s average of three and 
a half tons to the acre 
Although he pointed out it 
would be difficult to equate ac­ 
curately the difference in the 
number of people required to 
hand harvest com pared to the 
machine. Bettencourt said it 
would normally require 60 peo­ 
ple to load 20 tons of grapes in 
an eight-hour period, while four 
people and the machine could 
conceivably provide a load of 24 
tons in eight hours 
Harvesting cost differences 
are well defined, too Betten­ 
court estim ates the cost by 
hand is $75 a ton com pared to 
$56 by machine. 
Grapes are harvested by the 
machine as it travels over the 
rows of vines Shakers knock 
loose the grapes and they in 
turn are deposited in small 
plastic buckets which move on 
a 
c o n v e y o r 
T h e y 
a r e 
tran sferred by another con­ 
veyor to the upper rear of the 
harvester to a blower where the 
fruit is separated from the 
leaves and stem s 
The fru it la te r goes to 
another belt which drops the 
grapes into a bin being pulled 
by a tractor traveling along 
side 
The four people involved in 
the mechanical harvest are an 


operator, a auality control man 
who not only rides the picker 
but who moves up and down 
checking the operation of the 
machine as well as the vines, 
and a pair of tractor drivers. 
It is the task of the quality 
control person to check all the 
fruit being picked, to see that 
the vines are not dam aged and 
to keep an eye on the MOG — 
m aterial other than grapes 
Thus far during its first runs, 
the m achine has been able to 
m aintain an average of picking 
99 per cent fruit, with only one 
per cent MOG

With an eye to the eventual 
purchase of a harvester when

vineyards, the trio of growers 
say only some pruning refine­ 
ment will have to be instituted 
in January to produce a 'better

They 
planted their vineyards seven

The self-leveling harvester, 
which perm its safe and effec­ 
tive hillside picking, requires 
two hours of m aintenance for

of grease fittings

Johnson made it clear that 
the inspections going on are on 
the basis of whether or not the 
f o s t e r h o m e s a r e b e in g 
operated in accord with stan­ 
dards set for them and whether 
they are licensed or have a 
license pending. 
P r o g r a m s as e x a m i n e d 
haven’t been found to compel 
any action at this point, it was 
stated. 
The fuss over the “satellite 
h o m e s ” 
broke out when 
neighboring residents of the 
Santa Ynez Ranch School, 
operated by Ron Mayeiers, of 


Mpntecito, claimed the school 
and the linked program of 
foster homes, leveled charges 
at the behavior of many 
children. 
The ranch school permit was 
subsequently revoked by the 
County Planning Commission, 
and an appeal to the Board of 
Supervisors by the property 
owners was denied. But the 
“satellite homes” are continu­ 
ing o p e r a t i o n s and e v e n 
proliferating, according to op­ 
ponents. 
Johnson declared the county 
could shut down foster homes 
found to be operating without a 
state license, where owners

UNIONDALE, N Y. (UPI) — New York Nets’ owner Roy Boe issued a terse “no 
comment” this morning to a question about published reports that three-time ABA 
Most Valuable Player Julius Erving would not be present at the opening of training 
camp Friday because of “broken promises” by management. 
Erving, who has four years remaining on a seven-year, $1.9 million contract, said 
that he had been promised several bonuses but had not received them. 
In a letter to Boe, notifying the Nets of his decision not to come to training camp, 
Erving indicated he had several unresolved business matters to deal with and that his 
frame of mind could not be programmed 100 per cent on the game as long as those 
matters were not settled. 
Reportedly, Erving wants the final four years of his contract to be renegotiated. 
The Nets are reported to have offered him a new seven-year contract in order to 
make sure he concludes his career in New York. 
Erving’s attorney, Irwin Weiner, said Erving agreed to negotiate a new seven-year 
contract, but that Boe then reneged on his promise. 
The Nets, who have had financial difficulties, recently acquired Nate Archibald in 
a trade with Kansas City. Archibald’s contract, the highest in the game, earns him 
$450,000 a year.

Shrugging off strikeouts 
Big swing: it's a breeze

NEW YORK (UPI) - Every time I 
see Dave Kingman take one of those 
King Kong swings of his and miss the 
ball. I can’t help thinking how much 
values have changed, yes, even in 
baseball, where hardly anything ever 
changes, 
Years ago, ballplayers felt personally 
humiliated anytime they struck out. I 
can still see Babe Ruth hanging his head 
after taking a third strike. Mickey Man­ 
tle would come close to kicking a hole in 
the water cooler and Tony Kubek used to 
be so self-conscious after striking out, 
he’d run all the way back to the dugout 
dragging the bat in his hand. 
The player everyone marveled at in 
that regard was Joey Sewell, who played 
for the Cleveland Indians and New York 
Yankees and who made contact with the 
ball better than anybody you ever saw. 
Sewell still holds the major league 
record for the fewest strikeouts in one 
season, having fanned only four times in 
608 times up in 1925. 
Three times over the course of a 
season, he struck out only four times and

ANAHEIM, Calif. (UPI) - Tommy 
Davis, a well-traveled major league 
veteran of 17 seasons, who has two bat­ 
ting titles to his credit, was sold by the 
California Angels Monday to the Kansas 
City Royals, his 10th major league club. 
“We expect him to play a key pinch- 
hitting role down the stretch,” said 
Royals’ Manager Whitey Herzog 


once only three times. I can still see him 
standing up there at the plate. He was a 
little lefthanded hitter only five feet six 
inches and he crouched slightly. 
Anything but a pushover as a hitter, 
Sewell fashioned a .312 lifetime figure in 
14 seasons He was so good at getting a 
piece of the ball, that in the 7,132 official 
times he went to bat in the big leagues, 
he struck out only 114 times. 
Think of that a moment. Dave 
Kingman strikes out more often than 
that in a single season. He has struck out 
119 times already this season and he isn’t 
even the National League leader in that 
department. 
Mike Schmidt, the Phillies’ slugging 
third basem an, is tops with 134 
strikeouts Kingman is second followed 
by Rick Monday of the Cubs with 117 
strikeouts; Hector Cruz of the Cardinals, 
109; Jim Wynn of the Braves, 104, and 
Greg Luzinski of the Phils, 102. All of 
them of free swingers who generally go 
for the fences. Kingman leads the league 
with 37 homers and Schmidt is second 
with 35. It was pretty much the same 
story last year when Schmidt led the 
league in the home runs with 38 and in 
strikeouts with 180. Kingman had 36 
homers and struck out 153 times. 
Dave Kingman isn’t that embarrassed 
by all his strikeouts He feels his 37 
homers and 84 RBIs more than make up 
for everything else and things being what 
they are nowadays, he must be right 
because the Mets are paying him $85,000 
and probably will have to go over 
$100,000 for his services next year. 
“Striking out is part of my game,” 


says the 27-year-old six-foot, six-inch out­ 
fielder. ”I’m a free swinger. I’m not go­ 
ing to punch the ball. I can go up there 
and make contact every time if I want.” 
Kingman has tremendous speed. Few 
players in the league can get down to 
first base faster than him and with his 
batting average down in the .230s, it oc­ 
curred to him he might be able to beef it 
up by bunting occasionally, so he tried 
that this year about a dozen times. 
“Everytime I try to bunt, though, I get 
booed,” he says. “The fans don’t like me 
bunting.” 
It doesn’t particularly bother Kingman 
that he has come to be regarded as pure­ 
ly a home run-or-strikeout performer, 
and nothing in between. 
"I’m giving it my best effort,” he says, 
“and sometimes it’s like being on a 
roller coaster There are times I fall on 
my face and other times I excel As long 
as I can go home at night and say I gave 
my best effort, I’m satisfied. True, I 
strike out quite a bit but my run produc­ 
tion is there.” 
Kingman never has won the home-run 
title and he claims winning it this time 
doesn’t mean that much to him. 
“I’d rather hit only 10 homers and play 
in the World Series than lead the league 
in homers and not play in the Series,” 
says the right-handed hitting Califor­ 
nian. 
The ideal home-run hitter in his opi­ 
nion was Willie McCovey, once a team­ 
mate of his with San Francisco. 
“He hit his share of home runs every 
year, he got his walks and he didn’t 
strike out that much,” says Kingman.

NEW YORK (UPI) - For two years, 
it was plain torture, Willie Mays says. 
He had all he could do to come to the 
ball park and when he did show up, it ate 
him up so much inside, he found it impos­ 
sible to stay. 
The withdrawal pains were too much. 
He couldn’t sit there doing nothing and 
watch others play. Not after having 
played 23 years, giving every ounce of 
energy he had in him. 
It took him two years, but Willie Mays 
finally has made the adjustment. 
“For the first time since I stopped 
playing,” he says, "this year I’m enjoy­ 
ing myself on the field.” 
Mays is listed as a coach with the 
Mets. They are paying him $50,000 a year 
and his duties are rather loosely defined. 
Mostly he works with the Mets’ young 
kids, showing them, talking to them, 
counseling them. 
“You know how long it took me to get 
to that kid?” Mays asks, looking over 
toward rookie outfielder Lee Mazzilli. 
“Three years, that’s how long it took. 
He’s a good kid. I saw that right away 
when he was playing with Jackson, 
Miss., but you tell any kid something 
now, you gotta follow up with a reason, 
which I do. They always question you.” 
Did Mays ever question Leo Durocher, 
whom he played for so long? 
“Only when I didn’t understand,” 
Willie says. “If I didn’t throw the ball to 
the right base or something like that, 
he’d say to me, ‘Can you explain what 
you did wrong?’ If I could explain, that 
would be the end of it. If 1 couldn’t, he’d 
explain. After he’d explain, he’d charge 
me if I ever made the same mistake in­ 
side a month’s time. He’d charge me a 
hundred, two hundred, five hundred. 
‘This hurts me more than it does you,’ 
Leo would say, but he’d still take my 
money. He made me a betterballplayer, 
though.” 
During the last couple of years of 
Mays’ playing career, many of his ad­ 
mirers kept urging him to quit so he 
wouldn’t tarnish the image he had 
created for two decades. Mays, 45 now, 
played until the end of 1973. He was 42 
when he quit and what some people still 
remember most is how he slipped twice, 
once while going after a ball in the out­ 
field and another time while starting 
down the line from home plate, during 
the second World Series game with 
Oakland in 1973. 
Poor Willie, everybody said. He looked 
so old. 
Old as he was, he still drove in what 
proved to be the winning run in that con­ 
test, and what hurt most was that when 
it came to the final game, Yogi Berra, 
the manager then, didn’t play him. 
“I don’t give a hang how old I was,” 
says Mays, three years later. “I betcha I 
would’ve done something. I proved that 
with the hit I got off (Rollie) Fingers in 
that same game.” 
Willie buttoned the blue slicker he was 
wearing, pulled a glove from his locker 
and got ready to go out on the field. 
"I remember the last season I played, 
I went home after a ball game one day, 
lay down on my bed and the tears came 
to my eyes. I don’t know how long I 
cried, but it was a long time. I thought, 
‘Hey, it’s time for you to quit. It’s time 
to give some of the young kids a chance.’ 
“When I came to the ballpark the next 
day, I told Yogi and Donald Grant ‘I wan­ 
na retire right now, this minute,’ but 
they talked me out of it. You ask me why 
I cried that day. I don’t know. How can 
you explain? It’s like crying for your 
mother after she’s gone. You cry 
because you loved her. I cried, I guess, 
because I love baseball and knew I had to 
leave it. That’s the only way I can ex­ 
plain it.” 
Willie Mays did so many wonderful 
things on the ball field in his time, play­ 
ing for the Giants and near the end for 
the Mets, but he doesn’t talk about any of 
those things. He talks instead about the 
enormous satisfaction he feels now in 
merely being able to walk into the Mets’ 
clubhouse and enjoy the relationship 
with the players he does. 
"There’s no generation gap,” says 
Willie Mays. “Being able to walk into 
this clubhouse and having the guys feel 
like they do is all I want.”

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 
Oakland Raider Ken Stabler 
says being a quarterback is an 
easy job when his receivers are 
working against a couple of 
rookie defensive backs. 
Stabler proved his point Mon­ 
day night. He hit 22 of 28 passes 
with one interception for 224 
yards and three touchdowns as 
the Raiders beat the Kansas 
City Chiefs, 24-21, in a national­ 
ly televised gam e that was 
more lopsided than the score in­ 
dicated. 
“ You are supposed to do 
things like that when you have 
all the advantages I have,” said 
Stabler who left the game with 
12:51 to play when his right 
knee was hurt as Chief defen­ 
sive end Wilbur Young tackled 
him. “Any time you have rookie 
backs covering guys the caliber 
of our receivers you have to 
take advantage of it.” 
Stabler hit his first nine pas­ 
ses of the game. He also hit 
Dave Casper with a 15-yard 
first quarter touchdown pass, 
Cliff Branch with a 18-yard 
scoring toss and Mike Sinani 
with a 24-yard touchdown pass 
— the play on which he was hurt 
— giving the Raiders a 24-7 
lead. 
The Chiefs, held to 10 yards 
rushing and 37 yards total of­ 
fense in the first half, scored on 
a one-yard Mac Arthur Lane run 
in the third quarter and then 
came up with a one-yard Mike 
Livingston scoring run with 
4:36 to play. Less than two 
minutes later Livingston hit a 
25-yard scoring pass to Billy 
Masters, set up when Raider 
Pete Banaszak fumbled the ball 
away on his own 25. 
But the Chiefs’ hopes were 
slim as they used their final 
timeout of the game in setting 
up Livingston’s run so they had 
to watch and hope as Oakland, 
directed by reserve quarter­ 
back Mike Rae, ran off the final 
2:53 
Stabler used seven different 
receivers — including veteran 
Fred Biletnikoff who caught 
four passes to give him 501 in 
his career — in taking advan­ 
tage of Chief rookie safety Gary 


Barbaro and comerback Tim 
Collier. 
The second time the Raiders 
had the ball, Stabler began to 
work, hitting six of seven pas­ 
ses for 49 yards and driving 
Oakland 67 yards in an effort 
which ended with C asper’ 
touchdown. 
After Oakland held Kansas 
City on three plays, it was 
Stabler directing the Raiders 72 
yards, hitting three of four pas­ 
ses for 31 yards, including the 
pass to Branch. 
And when 
Oakland got the ball on its own 
14 with just minutes left in the 
half, he took the Raiders to the 
Kansas City 20 to set up a 37- 
yard F red S te in fo rt field 
goal.

Indeterminate jail 
sentences to end 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 59-year experi­ 
ment in treating and rehabilitating criminals in­ 
dividually in California is ending 
Gov. Edmund G Brown Jr. signed legislation 
Monday 
sending 
California’s 
indeterminate 
sentence system to the junk pile of social 
programs starting next July 1. He hailed it as the 
“ most far-reaching criminal justice reform in 
half a century.” 
While billed as a progressive step foward, the 
legislation basically is a return to the turn-of- 
the-century approach when offenders went to 
jail for specific sentences, depending on the 
crime and the nature of the criminal. 
Explaining the bill, Brown said, “ It revises 
our earlier sociological concepts of rehabilita­ 
tion and injects into the criminal law what I 
believe to be its prinicipal function, and that is 
the provision of equal and certain justice insofar 
as our very imperfect system can do that.” 
The governor added that in the long run, con­ 
victs probably will be facing longer prison terms 
under the measure (SB42) which was carried by 
Sen. John Nejedly, R-Walnut Creek. 
At a news conference. Brown also signed 28 
other crime-related bills, including a major ef­ 
fort to crack down on violent teen-agers. He ad­ 
ditionally approved a bill providing $85 million in 
tax relief for the poor and elderly, including new 
income tax breaks for the working poor, an ex­ 
pansion of the senior citizens property tax relief 
program and the first-ever renters assistance 
program for the elderly. 
The measures were all wrapped together to 
emphasize Brow n’s conviction that “ the 
legislature has done a commendable job in the 
two areas where the people are most concerned 
— crime and taxes.” 
Brown sat flanked by the legislators, 
Republicans and Democrats alike, who carried 
the bills and the law enforcement officials who 
lobbied for them They were part of the more 
than 900 bills sent to Brown by the 1976 
legislature. 
Among the other crime measures signed into 
law were these: 
JU V E N ILE S - Places 16-and 17-year-olds un­ 
der the jurisdiction of adult courts beginning 
Jan 1 when they are charged with a serious 
crime. This is a fundamental change from the 
current practice of treating nearly all juveniles 
as special cases, not criminals. The bill 
(AB3121) was carried by Assemblyman Julian 
Dixon. D-Los Angeles. 
“ This recognizes that 16-and 17-year-olds are 
capable of adult decisions and should be held ac­ 
countable,” Brown said 


R EPEA T ER S — Requires a mandatory prison 
term for persons convicted three times or more 
of a serious felony within 10 years. The bill 
(SB2137) by Sen. John Holmdahl, D-Castro 
Valley, closes a “ loophole” permitting judges to 
grant probation or a county jail sentence for 
repeat offenders. 
TO RTURE — This legislation resulted from 
the infamous Geza de Kaplany acid-murder case 
and eliminates the possibility of parole for 
killers who use torture. De Kaplany was paroled 
last year after serving 13 years for the torture sl­ 
aying of his wife. The author, Assemblyman 
John T Knox, D-Richmond, declared, “ I don’t 
think he should be out walking around.” 
SHO PLIFTING — Requires a mandatory fine 
of $50 to $1,000 for the first conviction of 
shoplifting, in addition to a jail term up to six 
months. The bill (SB2063) was carried by Sen. 
Newton Russell, R-Tujunga. 


Under the old indeterminate sentence system, 
rehabilitation was the avowed aim. Prisoners 
were incarcerated for an indefinite period, say 
five years to life, and then paroled when the 
state Adult Authority determined they were fit 
to rejoin society. 
But the Adult Authority was unable, as Brown 
put it, “ to psych out each individual.” The in­ 
dependent board was criticized when it released 
prisoners and criticized when it did not. The 
system was blamed for creating uncertainty and 
unrest in the prisons. 
Brown called it “ basically fraudulent.” 
So, under the new system, judges will order of­ 
fenders to prison for a specific term. The 
sentences are spelled out in the bill for each 
crime, and a range of three possible penalties is 
provided so that other factors can be considered. 
Only for the most serious of crimes, such as 
murder, will the sentence remain indeter­ 
minate. 


Lobbyist says Ford golfing 
trips were 'personal' gifts 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
chief lobbyist for U.S. Steel said 
he personally paid for golfing 
weekends for Gerald R. Ford at 
a country club between 1964 and 
1971 when the President was 
still a member of the House of 
Representatives. 
William Whyte, who was 
recently promoted to be a U.S. 
Steel vice president, made the 
admission to United Press 
International after former em­ 
ployes of the steel firm said 
Ford “ frequently” was treated 
to vacations at Pine Valley Golf 
Club near Clementon, N .J. 
Whyte said Ford had not 
vacationed at the lodge since he 
left Congress and that U.S. 
Steel no longer uses it for V IP 
purposes. Ford was nominated 
by Richard Nixon to be Vice 
President, succeeding Spiro T. 
Agnew, in October, 1973, and 
became President when Nixon 
resigned Aug. 9, 1974. 
White House Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen, asked for a 
response to Whyte’s remarks, 
quoted Ford as saying: “ I ’ve 
been a friend of Bill Whyte for 
28 years. I ’ve been there twice 
as his friend to play golf.” 
Nessen said Ford recalled 
playing there in 1964 and about 
five years ago. 
“ He feels Bill Whyte is a per­ 
sonal friend who asked him to 
go up and play golf,” Nessen 
said, noting also that Ford and 
Whyte are frequent golf part­ 
ners at the Burning Tree 
Country Club in suburban 
Maryland. 
(Syndicated columnist Jack 
Anderson, in remarks prepared 
for broadcast today — on ABC- 
TV’s Good Morning America — 
said Whyte claimed U.S. Steel 
paid for Ford’s trips.) 
Whyte said Ford’s first visit 
to the lodge was in the fall of 
1964. At that time, there was no 
law or congressional rule 
against a member of Congress 


accepting gifts or favors from 
lobbyists. 
In 1968, the House adopted a 
code of ethics stating that “ a 
member, officer or employe of 
the House of Representatives 
shall accept no gift of substan­ 
tial value, directly or indirect­ 
ly, from any person, organiza­ 
tion or corporation having a 
direct interest in legislation 
before the Congress.” 
The Internal Revenue Service 
said it is not against the law for 
a congressman to accept a gift, 
but that the giver must file an 
income tax report for gifts of 
substantial value. 
“ If there is any problem, it 
would be with the tax return of 
the giver,” an IR S spokesman 
said. 
In October, 1964, Ford was 
chairman of the House Republi­ 
can Conference. He was elected 
House Republican leader three 
months later and held the post 
until he became vice president.

Composer-publisher sues five 
churches for copying his music 


CHICAGO (U P I) - A com­ 
poser-publisher filed a federal 
court suit against Archbishop 
Cardinal John Cody of Chicago 
and five Chicago area Roman 
Catholic churches, charging 
them with using pirated songs 
in their hymnals. 
Dennis J. Fitzpatrick, presi­ 
dent of F .E L Publications 
Ltd . a Los Angeles-based firm 
that publishes interfaith folk 
worship music, said Catholic 
churches are cheating music 
publishers out of millions of 
dollars a year by “ pirating” 
copyrighted hymns 
"O ver the last 10 years, 
we’ve lost $29 4 million due to 


unauthorized copying of our 
materials." 
Fitzpatrick said 
after filing the $180,000 damage 
suit in U.S. District Court. 


Fitzpatrick said the parishes 
have been making mimeograph 
copies of his company’s hym­ 
nals rather than buying addi­ 
tional copies or paying a license 
fee,

PITTSBURGH (U P I) - Jim ­ 
my Carter says his campaign 
for president won’t be hurt by 
his earth y com m ents in 
“ Playboy” magazine, where he 
said he has “ looked at a lot of 
women with lust ... committed 
adultery in my heart ... this is 
something that God recognizes 
... and God forgives ... “ 
“ I don’t think it will hurt 
me,” Carter said Monday as his 
campaign train rolled toward 
Pittsburgh from New York 
City. At another point he was 
asked if he had used the term 
“ screw” and he said: “ I don’t 
recall saying that.” 
“ I haven’t read the inter­ 
view,” Carter said. And then he 
said with a big grin, “ I read the 
other parts first” — an ap­ 
parent reference to the nude 
pictures featured in the magazi­ 
ne. 
As Carter walked the length 
of the 13-car campaign train, he 
was asked time and time again 
about the interview, but didn’t 
expand on his statement. 
Carter’s comments on sex 
came in a lengthy explanation 
of the Southern Baptist Church, 
his fervent religious upbringing 
and beliefs. At one point he 
said: 
“ I try not to commit a 
deliberate sin. I recognize I ’m 
going to do it anyhow, because 
I ’m human and I ’m tempted. 
And Christ set some almost im­ 
possible standards for us. 
Christ said ‘I tell you that 
anyone who looks on a woman 
with lust has in his heart 
already committed adultery.’ 
“ I ’ve looked on a lot of 
women with lust. I ’ve commit­ 
ted adultery in my heart many 
times. This is something that 
God recognizes I will do — and I 
have done it — and God forgives 
me for it. But that doesn’t mean 
that I condemn someone who 
not only looks on a woman with 
lust, but who leaves his wife 
and shacks up with somebody 
out of wedlock. 
“ Christ says, don’t consider 
yourself better than someone 
else because one guy screws a 
whole bunch of women while 
the other guy is loyal to his 
wife The guy who is loyal to his 
wife ought not to be con- 


descending or proud because of 
the relative degree of sinfulnes- 


A further explanation of 
Carter’s statements was given 
later by his press secretary, 
Jody Powell. 
“ The point that he was trying 
to make was that he believed 
you ought to be very careful 
about judging people's morali­ 
ty,” Powell said. 
“ Carter was dealing with a 
larger issue of public morality 
in private life. He was saying 
‘Judge not least you be 
judged,” ’ Powell said. “ Jim m y 
recognizes everyone has faults 
and strengths. ” 


Powell charged that the 
Republicans will “ probably 
take the quote out of context” 
and use it against Carter in the 
campaign. 


“ Some (G O P) committee- 
woman somewhere will proba­ 
bly say anyone who says 
‘screw’ should not be presi­ 
dent,” Powell said.

HOME-OFFICE DEDUCTION 
If you are using one room of your home as an office, make 
certain that you are realizing the tax break permitted by the 
I.R.S. How much of your home-office expense can be taken 
as a business expense depends upon the size of the room in 
relation to the rest of the house and how much time the room 
is used for business purposes. As a rule of thumb, if the house 
has 1,600 sq ft. of space and the office measure 10x16 ft. (or 
160 sq.ft.), you are allowed 10% of the total running costs of 
the house's light, heat, repairs, painting and other 
maintenance, depreciation, taxes and so on This example 
assumes that the room is set aside completely for an office. 
If the family is using it half of the time, you would have to 
reduce the deduction proportionately. The I.R.S. is very 
strict in determining whether your home-office is a neces­ 
sary aid to your business or merely a convenience.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
U.S. bows to Shah 


WASHINGTON - The secret papers of 
James Akins, the former ambassador to 
Saudi Arabia, reveal that the Saudis 
repeatedly urged the United States to br­ 
ing pressure on Iran to lower oil prices. 
Yet the United States made no ap­ 
parent effort to bring the shah of Iran 
into line. The Saudis, therefore, became 
convinced that the 
United S tates was 
secretly conspiring 
with the shah to keep 
oil prices up. 
Akins reported that 
he had an “explicit" 
conversation with the 
Saudi oil m in ister 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani 
about reducing oil 
prices. Yamani said 
he “ know s" th at 
Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger “is 
speaking about lower oil prices but in 
secret doing everything possible to jack 
them up. This will enable him to unite 
the consumers in a front against the 
producers, particularly the Arabs." 
In a secret “ memorandum for the 
file,” the former ambassador revealed: 
“The Saudis had urged us on numerous 
occasions to put pressure on the shah to 
cooperate with Saudi Arabia and reduce 
the oil prices, yet we had refused to do 
this." 
It reached the point that the Saudis no 
longer believed what Kissinger told

them. Wrote Akins: “ In one of Kis­ 
singer’s last meetings with King Faisal, 
the king urged him directly to take (oil 
prices) up with the shah, and the 
secretary agreed to do so. The secretary 
saw the shah in late winter 1975 and 
reported back to King Faisal that he had 
indeed tried to persuade the shah to 
reduce oil prices. 
“The Saudis themselves have sub­ 
sequently been told by the shah himself.. 
that the subject of oil was not discussed 
in these meetings. Although the Saudis 
know the Iranian propensity to lie. they 
believe in this case that the Iranians 
were telling the truth." 
The Saudis became all the more con­ 
vinced that Kissinger was lying, Yamani 
told Akins, by the special treatment the 
shah received in Washington. “The shah, 
in his recent visit to the United States, 
was honored by the President and other 
highest ranking m em bers of the 
government," Yamani noted. 
Although the shah had announced “that 
oil prices must go up by $3.50-barrel,’’ 
reported Akins, “ the Iranians had told 
them we were completely unconcerned 
about any price rise. The shah has also 
told this to numerous oilmen as proof 
that the U.S. is at least indifferent to an 
increase in oil prices. 
“In any case, the Saudis have seen no 
account from any American source that 
we in any way tried to pressure the shah 
to back off this extreme position on oil 
crisis." 


A SMART way to go! 


Here’s a postscript on the SMART 
diversion program for drunken drivers 
that got caught up in some thunder from 
the Department of Motor Vehicles 
recently. Readers may recall that the 
DMV director Herman Sillas issued 
some communications criticizing the use 
of preconviction diversion programs 
because they seemed 
to be in conflict with a 
pilot program in four 
counties that was in­ 
tended to pave the way 
fo r 
d iv e rs io n 
programs statewide in 
January 1978. 
A nyw ay 
n o rth 
c o u n ty 
ju d g e s 
defended the SMART 
program as recorded 
in The Record and said 
the new law clearly 
exempted diversion 
programs that were already established 
SMART was inaugurated in northern 
Santa Barbara County in 1974; the new 
law cited by Sillas, in January of this 
year. 
SMART is an acronym for Santa Maria 
Rehabilitation Team. 
Chuck Anderson, director of SMART, a 
division of Santa Maria SPAN Inc., had 
this to say about the program the other 
day. First of all Anderson is understan­ 
dably reserved about one aspect of the 
program: He feels it is too young to be 
supported by any sweeping claims for 
success It’s successful in his view, but 
he’s hedging on the percentage. 
Anyway here are some statistics he 
gave me: As of last week, there had been 
532 applications for admission to the 
SMART program. Of that number 439 
were accepted into the program They 
don’t take just anybody. It takes one year 
to graduate through the succession of 
alcoholic meetings, examinations and 
surveys. There have been 129 graduates 
(remember most of the 439 who began 
the program are still enrolled and work­ 
ing toward graduation.); and 56 who 
flunked the course. By flunking is usually 
meant, the “ student” found the desire to 
return to his old boozing habits too at­ 
tractive to resist. 
Eight of the 129 graduates are known 
to have picked up another drunken driv­ 
ing rap. For them the chance to enter 
SMART is no more. They’ve had it. 
Of the 56 who flunked, about half were 
picked up again for drunken driving; and 


the balance were washed out for some 
other significant relapse 
M athem aticians can use these 
statistics to figure their own percentage 
on the success rate. In any event, and 
remembering some of the enrollees are 
still working their way toward gradua­ 
tion, the percentage of success would 
seem to be high. 
Only a small percentage of those 
enrolled in the program are first of­ 
fenders, and that may be because the 
program for first offenders began in 
February of this year, or about a year 
after that for multiple offense offenders. 
Of the total enrolled in the program 
since it began, about 20 per cent were 
represented by the public defender , and 
the balance by private attorneys 
There are also some other facts. For 
example, the program is not inexpen­ 
sive, just to assuage those who may have 
regarded it as a means for a sharp opera­ 
tion to escape the court bite of $375 for a 
first offense drunken driving conviction; 
and the $750 bite for a second conviction. 
You have to be accepted by SMART 
directors as a good possibility for suc­ 
cess, first of all, and then, pay a $30 
screening fee and a $280 program fee , se­ 
cond offenders pay the same screening 
fee and a program fee of $450. 
If a driver flunks out of the program, 
he has to go back, face the court again on 
the drunken driving rap, pay a fine; face 
the loss of his driving privileges; and 
spend at least 48 hours in jail. All those 
calamities were held in abeyance at the 
moment he was certified to SMART 
If and when a driver graduates, one or 
more of several things may happen, ac­ 
cording to Anderson. Hie judge may 
allow the driver, since he has proved by 
going through SMART that he has 
changed his lifestyle, to plead guilty to a 
charge, say, of reckless driving to 
finally dispose of the original 23102a rap 
as they say in the trade, or the judge may 
dismiss the charge entirely. 
Once either process has taken place, 
the drunken driving charge that had been 
hanging fire during the year of SMART, 
is forever wiped away. 
Proponents say the program is work­ 
ing and that the courts and others sup­ 
port it because the old way of handling 
drunken drivers wasn’t working On Jan 
1, 1978 when the law Sillas talks about — 
written by Gregorio — takes effect 
everywhere, the jury, as they say. will 
be in finally on such programs as 
SMART 


Yamani wrote directly to Treasury 
Secretary William Simon, who has 
warned of the ruinous effect of high oil 
prices on the Western world. TTie letter, 
dated Sept. 3, 1975, and marked “strictly 
personal," declared: 


“I would like you to know that there 
are those amongst us who think that the 
U.S. Administration does not really 
object to an increase in oil prices. There 
are even those who think that you en­ 
courage it for obvious political reasons, 
and that any official position taken to the 
contrary is merely to cover up this fact.” 


Yamani strongly indicated the United 
States should use its influence with the 
shah. Otherwise, he wrote, “it can only 
lead to Saudi Arabia giving up its present 
position on crisis and joining its OPEC 
colleagues in their uncompromising 
stand." 


Footnote: The Akins papers raised 
some grave questions which demand a 
full congressional investigation. Why did 
ex-P resident R ichard Nixon and 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger per­ 
mit the Shah of Iran to drive up oil 
prices, at a terrible cost to the U.S. 
economy, without any apparent protest? 
Why did Nixon give the shah virtually a 
blank check to purchase more U.S. 
weapons than his armed forces can 
handle? 


Saudi Arabia has been America’s 
staunchest friend in the Arab world. The 
Saudi, oil reserves are also far more im­ 
portant to the United States than the 
dwindling Iranian supply. Then why did 
Nixon and Kissinger risk the valuable 
Saudi friendship to court the unreliable 
and unstable shah? It almost seems that 
Nixon and Kissinger put the shah’s 
wishes ahead of vital U.S. interests. 
Why? 


WASHINGTON - A great deal has 
been made by Republican strategists of 
Jimmy Carter’s drop of 13 points in the 
polls following the Republican conven­ 
tion. 
It was undoubtedly a thumping fall, 
putting a new light on Carter’s chances 
of defeating an incumbent President. 
But it seems to me 
that in this era of 
television politics the 
polls are likely to sw­ 
ing wildly up and 
down. 
M ore th a n had 
seemed possible only a 
few weeks ago, this 
promises to be a close 
election. There is a 
lesson in the fluctua­ 
tion of the polls in the 
closest presidential 
contest in this cen­ 
tury. 
That was the contest between Richard 
Nixon, then Vice President, and Sen. 
H ubert H um phrey in 1968. The 
Republican convention in Miami Beach 
was a comparatively tranquil affair with 
little or no doubt about the outcome. 
What followed in Chicago with the 
Democratic convention was one of the 
most disgraceful episodes in American 
political history. 
Hippies and yippies from around the 
country engaged in pitched battles with 
Mayor Richard Daley’s police. From the 
upper floors of the Corrrad Hilton, the 
convention hotel, enemies of Humphrey, 
among them followers of Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy, dropped filth on the crowds 
in the street. 
The climax came with National Guard 
troops ringing the hotel, with command 
posts set up and armored jeeps in place. 


In Grant Park across Michigan Avenue, 
the frustrated rioters with bull horns 
chanted obscenities attacking Mayor 
Daley and the candidate, Humphrey, 
who seemed virtually certain of the 
nomination. 
Humphrey has since claimed that the 
network television cameras ignored im­ 
portant aspects of the convention, in­ 
cluding certain of the seconding 
speeches, to focus on the uproar in the 
streets. He believes this was one ex­ 
planation for the dramatic change in the 
polls. 
Certainly it was dramatic. Following 
the convention. Humphrey lost 22 points. 
What followed as the campaign progres­ 
sed was equally dramatic. Immediately 
before the election, the Harris poll called 
Humphrey the winner by a single point. 
The Gallup poll called it for Nixon by a 
point and a half. In the ballots cast, Nix­ 
on won by four-tenths of one per cent, in 
the popular vote. 
The late James A. Farley, Franklin 
Roosevelt’s campaign manager and a 
m aster of the c ra ft of politics, 
promulgated what became known as 
Farley’s law: Nothing that happens in 
the last two weeks of a campaign can 
change the outcome. 
That was before television developed 
and came to have such a pervasive in­ 
fluence on the whole political process 
from the primaries through the conven­ 
tions and up to the election. 
With the red eye of the tv cameras 
focused on the candidates, what happens 
in the last few days can influence the 
result. 
Whether television has helped to breed 
disillusionment with the political process 
is an interesting speculation in light of 
the extended national study by Peter 
Hart and associates showing that in 


November perhaps fewer than 50 per 
cent of eligible voters will bother to cast 
a ballot. 
The prospect, according to the study, 
is for the lowest turnout ever. And the 
reason is not difficulty over registration 
or the techniques of voting; it is disillu­ 
sion with the whole business: the opinion 
expressed by more than half of those in­ 
terviewed that it makes no difference 
who wins since nothing can be done to 
right the wrongs of the system. 
Carter is fully aware of the threat of 
the nonvoter. In Beverly Hills and again 
in New York he talked at fund-raisers 
with the money to be used for the sole 
purpose of registering voters and getting 
them to the polls on Nov. 2. 
“We’re aiming to raise $1,800,000,” he 
tokl me when I talked with him at Plains 
just before he started out on his formal 
campaign — “That is all to go for getting 
out the vote." 
Active support of the trade unions 
could mean a lot in this connection, as 
they have shown in the past. But the can­ 
didate will have to fire them up to send 
them out in pursuit of the laggards and 
the indifférents. This is particularly im­ 
portant in the age group below 30 or 35 
and among the blacks. 
The Republicans have an advantage 
here.
